It  also  averred  that  said  properties  were  located  at  the  biibest  paint  oo 
tbe  gravity  system  and  that  in  time  of  drought  tbe  consumption  of  water  throughout 
the  other  areas  waa  greatly  increased,  tbua  reducing  tbe  pressure  to  the  upper 
floors  of  the  property  of  tbe  Complainant,  but  that  this  condition  baa  only  occurred 
at  certain  limited  intervals.  It  further  averred  that  it  had  petitioned  the  State 
Water  Supply  CommiBsion  for  permission  to  increase  its  storage  capacity  but  that 
tbe  Cconmlaaion  had  not  up  to  that  time  taken,  deflitite  action  thereon. 

In  replication,  tbe  Complainant  denied  that  bis  properties  were  located  at  the 
higheat  point  on  tlie  gravity  ayatem  and  that  tbe  properties  in  question  were  prop- 
erty Bupplied  with  water  at  any  time. 

A  data  for  hearing  waa  appointed,  but  in  tbe  meantime  counsel  for  the  Complain- 
ant advised  that  bis  client  would  not  be  represented  at  the  beeriag;  that  tbe  supply 
of  water  had  improved,  and  asked  that  tbe  bearing  be  continued  without  date,

The  complaiuant  advised  the  CommiBsion  that  it  did  not  feel  that  the  answer 
filed  satisSed  that  complaint  and  nsked  that  a  date  for  hearing  be  appointed.

that  the  rates  charged  or  rebates  allowed  consumeia  of  the  water  upon  the  streets 
in  question  were  different  from  the  rates  charged  or  discounts  allowed  to  persons 
residing  in  other  sections  of  the  borough,  but  averred  that  they  were  not  dis- 
criminatory under  the  circumstances  and  conditions.

The  complainant,  a  resident  of  Melrose,  alleged  that  Melrose  and  Oak  I.aDe 
fonn  a  subnrban  community  divided  by  a  township  line  road,  which  forms  the 
bonndary  between  Philadelphia  and  Montgomery  Counties,  the  portion  on  tbe 
Philadelphia  side  of  the  townijiip  line  road  being  known  ag  Oak  I^ane,  and  the 
portion  on  the  Montgomery  side  being  known  as  Melrose;  that  practically  all  the 
reoideDts  of  said  community  are  engaged  in  business  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia; 
that  the  respondent  company  maintains  an  exchange  building  in  the  Mdrose  por- 
tion of  the  saburlWD  community,  and  in  this  building  situated  in  Montgomet? 
County,  it  maintains  what  is  called  Oak  Lane  Exchange;  that  for  a  period  of 
fire  years  tbe  respondent  supplied  nnlimlted  service  to  tbe  Philadelphia  residents 
of  Oak  Lane  and  Melrose  at  the  rate  of  HO  per  annum ;  that  the  respondent  baa 
tcfoaed  to  install  in  the  residence  of  the  complainant  in  Melrose  a  telephone  to 
b«  connected  with  the  Oak  Lane  Exchange  and  designated  by  an  Oak  Lane  number, 
nnlesa  the  complainant  agreea  to  put  in  an  additional  instrument  at  an  additional 
cost  of  136  pet  annum.    This  the  complainant  alleged  is  discriminatory. 

The  reapondent,  in  answer,  denied  that  Melrose  and  Oak  I^ane  together  form 
a  sahorban  community,  aven-ing  that  Oak  Lane  is  within  the  limits  and  ii  a 
portion  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  whereas  Melrose  is  located  wholly  without 
the  mnnidpal  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  is  situated  in  Montgomery 
County.  It  iTetred  that  the  system  complained  of  was  the  result  of  careful 
stndy  and  the  one  adopted  throughout  its  entire  operation,  and  that  no  discrimi- 
nation revolted  therefrom. 

CovDsd  for  tbe  complainant  requested  that  the  complaint  be  put  down  for  hearing, 
and  accordingly  a  bearing  was  hdd  In  Philadelphia  March  26,  19U,  at  which 
tecdmooy  was  presented  by  the  respondent,  the  complainant  offering  no  evidence. 

Uay  6,  IBM,  after  a  fnll  consideration  of  the  testimony  and  facts  before  it, 
the  Commission  rendered  a  report  in  wluch  it  was  held  that  tbe  respondent  hnd 
for  some  years  made  an  exception  in  the  case  of  residents  of  Melrose  and  permitted 
them  to  be  connected  with  the  Oak  Lane  Exchange  upon  tbe  payment  of  (80  and 
mileage  depending  upon  the  number  of  miles  between  their  residence  and  the 
center  in  Philadelphia ;  that  reapondent  found  this  exceptional  ierrice  to  result 
in  troDtde  and  inconvenience  and  to  be  an  interference  with  tbe  regular  and  ap- 
proTcd  method  of  conducting  the  business;  that  tbe  most  effective  way  of  cooducllng 
the  telephone  bnsineas  is  to  divide  the  territory  into  local  eicbanges  or  cones;  that 
the  toll  charge  of  five  cents  per  call  to  Philadelphia  is  not  alleged  to  be  exorbitant 
ijr  nnreasonable,  and  therefore  dismissed  the  complaint.

such  condition  aa  to  warrant  the  acceptance  of  freight  of  this  character  for  ship- 
ment thereover  would  involve  an  expenditure  of  $50,000,  and  that  the  volume  of 
traffic  of  the  character  mentioned  is  so  relatively  small  as 'to  make  the  czpendiEure 
whollj  onjostifiable. 

In  replication,  the  complainant  averred  that  b;  reason  of  the  difference  in  rates 
actual];  charged  and  tbe  rates  published  by  the  respondent  it  loat  the  sum  of 
KOM,  and  asked  that  reparation  be  ordered. 

Sobsequontl;  the  complainant  advlaed  tbe  Commission  that  a  satisfactor;  ad- 
jmtoient  bad  been  effected  and  requested  permission  to  withdraw  the  complaint, 
which  request  waa  granted.

Anawerint  the  complaint,  the  respondent  averred  that  it  was  lumiabiDg  the  com- 
plainant with  electric  current  at  the  rate  of  ten  centa  per  kilowatt  hour  under  a 
contract  entered  into  between  the  complainant  and  the  reapoDdent,  and  that 
charge  was  made  onl;  for  current  actually  consumed  by  the  complainant.

lamp  he  had  used  before  moving  required  but  one  and  one-quarter  watt  per 
candle  power.  The  respondent  further  averred  that  when  complaint  was  made  to 
it  of  the  alleged  ezceasive  charge  it  sent  ita  meter-teater  to  make  a  test  of  the 
'  meter  of  the  complainant,  but  tbe  tester  wna  refused  permission  to  make  the  test, 
and  that  this  refnaal  violated  the  terms  of  the  contract  between  the  parties. 

Under  date  of  February  9,  1914,  the  respondent  advised  the  Commission  of  the 
death  of  the  comi^ainaiit  tbe  day  before.

Am,  the  evidence  presented  was  tboioogbly  reviewed,  and  tbe  conclusion  reached 
that  some  of  the  proposed  rates  were  considered  reasonable  and  in  other  instances 
recommcndstiona  were  made  aa  to  what  were  regarded  as  reasonable  ratea.  In 
pursuance  of  thia  opinion  an  order  was  Issued  directing  the  respondent  to  put  in 
force  the  ratea  held  to  be  reasonable  and  to  make  whatever  adjustment  that  may 
be  required  to  bring  intermediate  rates  in  line  witb  those  establiahed  in  tbe 
report  of  the  Commission.

It  further  stated  that  since  the 
complaint  was  Sled  an  earlier  train  in  the  morning  waa  being  operated  from  New 
Philadelphia,  so  that  people  living  in  that  place  and  working  in  Pottaville  could 
reach  their  places  of  employment  between  6.30  aod  fl.45  o'clock  A.  U.  It  also  de- 
nied the  allegation  of  the  complaint  that  working  girls  and  working  men  are  re- 
quired  to  stand  for  eight  or  ten  miles,  averring  that  the  distance  traversed  waa  only 
S.S  miles. 

A  copy  of  the  Respondent's  anawer  waa  sent  to  the  Complainant  April  30,  1914, 
and  no  reaponse  having  been  made  thereto  or  the  case  prosecuted  further,  on 
August  4,  1914,  the  Oommisiion  directed  that  it  be  marked  closed.

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  good*  he  was  obliged  to  pay  $27.60, 
tI3.M  of  which  was  for  the  haul  from  Tiooeeta  to  Sheffield,  a  distance  of  3S 
miles,  and  an  eqnal  amount  for  the  haul  over  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from 
Sheffield   to   Warren,   a   dlitance  of   12   miles. 

Answering  the  complaint,  the  Sheffield  and  Tioneata  Railroad  Company  averred 
[bat  when  the  complainant  asked  for  the  rate  in  question  he  stated  that  the  ship- 
ment would  move  about  April  1st ;  that  that  waa  the  time  nhen  the  joint  rates 
were  to  go  into  effect:  that  the  respoodent  was  unable  to  quote  him  an  authentic 
rate  farther  than  Sheffield,  and  that  the  ahipment  was  accepted  as  of  Nebraska, 
Pennaylvania,  rate  basis  on'  household  soods  which  was  10  cents  per  100  pounds 
leaa  than  coarload  lota. 

Tbe  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  In  answer,  averred  that  ita  published 
tariff  on  honHhold  goods  from  Nebraska  to  Struthera  (Warren)  was,  first  claas, 
38  cents  per  100  pounds,  and,  second  class,  23  cents  per  100  pounds:  that  this, 
ahipmegt  was  billed  at  the  minimum  weight  of  12,000  pounds,  or  $27.00  for  the 
entire  car,  as  this  was  cheaper  than  forwarding  the  aame  at  less  than  carload 
rates  of  26  cents  per  100  pounds  for  tbe  actual  weight  of  10,700  pounds,  and  that. 
In  Its  Judgment,  the  rate  charged  was  fair  and  reasonable,  considering  the  service 
peifbrmed. 

Tbe  matter  was  referred  to  the  Bureau  of  Rates  and  Tsriffa  of  the  Commiaalon,

In  answer,  tbe  respondents  denied  the  allegation  that  they  had  constructed  a  line 
of  railroad  between  the  points  above  named,  averring  that  the  Monnogahcla  Bail- 
rond  Compnny  bad  constructed  an  eitenaion  of  its  railroad  from  Martin  Station, 
Fuj-ette  County,  Pennsylvania,  southwardly,  a  distance  of  about  six  milea,  to  a 
point  also  in  PenDBylvnnia  on  tbe  state-line  of  West  Virginia,  but  that  said  ex- 
tension was  not  yet  completed,  and  it  being  still  without  adetjuatc  facilities,  is  not 
prepared  at  the  present  time  to  furnish  general  transportation  fneilities  to  the 
public.  The  averment  was  also  made  that  the  citizens  of  T.tyette  and  Greene 
Counties  were  not  greatly  inconvenienced,  as  alleged  in  the  complaint,  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  no  freight  or  passenger  trains  are  oiwrated  over  said  railroad. 

in  commenting  upon  the  answer  of  the  respondents  the  complainant  denied  tbe 
averments  of  tbe  answer  and  asked  tbat  a  date  for  hearing  be  appointed.  A  date 
tor  bearing  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  Pittsburgh,  but  before  tbe  time  tor  tbe 
hearing  had  arrived  counsel  for  the  coraplninsnts  advised  the  Cnni mission  that  the 
complainants  would  not  be  present  or  represented  at  tbe  hearing,  and  the  r^nme  wati 
cancelled  and  the  case  marked  closed  for  lack  of  prosecbtion.

sate for  the  expenditure  necessary  to  be  rnade:  that  it  had  olfered  tbe  complainant 
tbe  same  proposition  as  is  olTered  to  other  persons  similarly  situated  in  localities 
remote  from  telephone  facilities,  of  giving  him  service  under  rural  line  plans. 
whereby  he  and  at  least  five  others  will  provide  their  own  facilities  from  their 
locality  to  the  next  point  at  which  Bucb  circuit  facilities  ore  available  on  the  line 
of  the  respondent. 

The  Esst  Hanover  Telephone  Company  took  practically  the  same  position  as  The 
Rell  Telephone  Company,  nfferiuK  him  Rcrvice  if  he  would  construct  a  line  from 
his  farm  to  a  conncrtion  with  its  lines.

The  respondent,  answering  the  complaint,  admitted  that  the  water  supply  may 
cmtain  sediment  in  solution,  but  whatever  sediment  there  may  be  was  not  delete- 
riona  or  harmful  in  the  quantities  in  which  it  was  prpsent  in  the  water. 

The  respondent  denied  the  alleitntion  that  itw  supply  was  inadequate,  but  averred 
that  when  certain  contemplated  improvements  were  completed  its  supply  would  be 
adequate  for  all  demands  upon  it. 

The  allegation  as  to  the  contamination  of  the  water  was  denied,  and  the  aver. 
ment  made  that  the  contributary  streams  were  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition  under 
the  supervision  of  tbe  State  Board  of  Health. 

A  copy  of  the  respondeot's  answer  waa  sent  to  the  complainant,  and  after  a  lapse 
of  some  time  a  communication  waa  received  to  the  effect  that  tbe  respondent  was 
supplying  an  adequate  and  reasonable  supply  of  pure  water,  and  advised  that  for 
the  present  it  did  not  desire  to  prosecute  tbe  caae  further.  The  complaint  was 
accordingly  withdrawn.

Tbe  petitioD  of  the  complainaiit  represented  that  for  a  number  of  yearn  it  had 
maintained  a  telephone  line  between  Stioudsburg  and  Mount  Pocono  and  dnring 
that  tima  bad  accommodated  all  demands  for  aerrice  to  persons  residing  along  its 
line,  but  tliat  said  operatioa  had  been  at  a  financial  loss;  that  the  respondent  (an 
nnincorporated  company)  had  constructed  a  telephone  tine  between  Strondaburg  and 
Tannersville,  the  latter  being  a  intermediate  point,  and  that  its  facilities  cross  the 
Iscilities  of  the  complainant  at  least  twenty  times  wihout  proper  clearances,  thus 
endangering  the  service  of  tbe  complainant,  and  also  that,  as  the  country  through 
which  the  lines  are  operated  is  sparsely  settled,  the  neces^ty  for  two  telephone  lines 
did  not  exist. 

The  respondent's  answer  denied  the  necessity  for  additional  telephone  serrice  in 
the  locality  proposed  to  be  supplied.  It  admitted  that  it  was  not  an  Incorporated 
c:impany;  that  they  were  not  engaged  for  proQt,  but  for  fumlabing  telephone  ser- 
vice for  their  individual  benefit  and  convenience.  Denial  was  also  made  that  the 
dearances  of  wires  was  insufficient  except  in  one  instance,  and  this  waa  promptly 
oirrected. 

In  replication  tbe  complainant  set  forth  that  while  the  original  contract  with  The 
Ben  Telephone  Company  for  service  shows  only  seven  sabscribeis  the  answer 
filed  shows  nineteen,  alleging  an  indication  that  in  spite  of  their  denial  the  com- 
ILiny  is  a  competitor  of  the  complsioant,  and  also  that  the  purpose  of  the  construc- 
ti'in  of  the  line  is  not  for  communication  between  the  Bubsoribers  hot  for  a  general 
tHephone  service  in  competition  with  the  complainant. 

Several  dates  for  hearings  were  appointed  but  by  agreement  of  the  parties  were 
n>ntinned  from  time  to  time.

It 
alleged  that  the  re^jpondent  had  ii  omneelion  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company's  InHiiin  Croek  main,  from  which  an  additioa.il  and  adequate  supply 
of  water  <^uld  be  obtained  it  it  instiilled  proper  means  for  sterilization  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  c^'=i'  was  rpferrcil  t'>  the  Chief  of  llie  Hureiiu  of  Engineering  for  investiga- 
tion and  report,  who  reported  that  the  State  Commissioner  of  Health  had  issued  a 
decree  prohibiting,  the  use  of  the  water  from  Indian  Creek  unless  the  same  wero 
brought  up  to  the  standard  re«inired  by  his  department. 
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The  CtunmiBsion  directed  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  GJnsineeriDK  to  take  the 
mutter  i4>  with  the  Commissioner  of  Health.  Subsequently  the  Chief  of  the 
Hureau  of  EDgincering  reported  that  as  the  result  of  reeeat  heavy  raiiu,  which  had 
increased  the  volume  of  water  in  the  reserroir,  there  was  now  a  sufficient  supply 
fur  the  needs  of  the  borough,  and  that  that,  in  bis  opinion,  was  as  far  aa  the  Com- 
misGion  should  go,  in  view  of  the  decree  of  the  CommtaHioner  of  Health.  In  view 
of  this  situation  the  Secretary  waa  directed  to  mark  the  case  closed.

for  traffic. 

After  a  lapse  of  some  time  the  secretary  of  the  borough  advlaed  the  Commission 
that  the  improvements  promised  Imd  not  been  made,  and  aaked  that  an  invest^- 
tion  be  made  by  the  Commission. 

The  InveHtiKadir  of  Acciileuts  was  directed  to  make  an  inspection  ot  the  bridge  and 
report  the  result  of  such  investigation  to  the  Commission. 

The  report  of  the  InTPstigntor  of  Accldeata  set  forth  an  unsafe  condition  of  the 
bridge  or  trestle  in  question,  but  stated  that  the  president  of  the  respondent  had 
promised  that  work  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  bridge  along  Bnbstantisl  lines 
would  be  begun  as  soon  as  the  necessary  agreements  could  be  made  with  abutting 
property  owners. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  respondent  advising  the 
riimmiRsinn  that  the  reconstrtiction  ot  the  bridge  in  question  had  been  commenced 
and  that  every  precaution  was  being  taken  to  Insure  safe  transportation  to  the 
public. 

After  a  further  lapse  of  time,  no  definite  information  having  been  received

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  EnKinpcring  wn.t  directed  to  make  an  inspection  of  the 
conditions  and  report  his  views  to  the  CommisBion.  The  report  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Engineering  recommpiided ,  inter  alia,  that  the  structure  then  in 
course  of  construction,  the  plans  tor  which  ns  apjiroved,  modified  or  amended  by 
this  Commipsinn,  be  erected  and  put  into  srrvlce  on  or  before  July  1,  1914. 

Subsequently  n  further  inp|iec>tifin   of  the  bridge  was  made  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Kocineerinp ,   who   reported   thiit  the   new  bridge  had   been   conrtructed 
and  the  respondent  was  operating  ears  over  it. 
The  Secretary  was  directed  to  mark  the  case  doMd.

The  complainant  has  a  tank  with  a  capacity  of  50,000  gal- 
ioaa,  which  is  kept  full,  and  it  alleged  that  this  rate  was  excessive  because, 
except  in  case  of  fire,  no  considerable  amount  o(  water  was  used. 

A  hearing  on  the  complaint  was  held  in  Harriaburg,  December  IS,  IBM,  at  which 
the  respondent  was  represented,  but  the  complainant  failed  to  appear.  Testimony 
was  presented  by  the  respondent.

The  eiistence  or  sbsence  of  eompetition  between  the 
purchaser  of  railroad  ballast  and  other  buyers  of  crusbed  rock  is  not  a  factor  that 
may  lawfully  be  considered  by  a  carrier  in  fixing  freight  mtea.  The  carload  rate 
on  crushed  rock  transported  from  Trap  Rock  to  Birdslioro  for  delivery  to  con- 
signees beyond  Birdsboro  must  l>e  the  same  for  all  shippers.

Answering  the  complaiot,  the  Buffalo  ft  SuE^quehaona  Railroad  Corporation 
averred  that  upon  receipt  of  the  cart  nt  Gnleton  ita  agent  discovered  that  the  cart 
was  not  "knocked  down,"  and  issued  a  correction  increasing  the  weight  to  3,000 
pounds  nt  14  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  This,  it  averred,  wae  in  conformity  with 
its  publiRbed  ratea. 

The  answer  of  the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  con- 
tained practicnlly  the  same  averments. 

The  matter  w;i»  rpferred  to  the  Bureau  of  Rates  and  Tariffs  of  the  CommlBsioD, 
and  after  the  passing  of  considerable  corrpspondence  between  that  bureau,  the  com- 
plninnnt  nnd  the  respondpnts.  it  was  rpportpd  by  the  chief  of  said  bureau  that  the 
complainant  ndmittpd  that  the  cl.issificntioii  was  proper,  and  that  if  the  accrued 
storage  charges  were  remitlcd  thpy  would  pny  fhe  freight  charges  and  remove  the 
cnrt.

Briefs  were  subsequently  filed  by  rounsed  f"r  both  parties  to  the  complaint. 

The  report  o(  the  Commission,  filed  August  18,  1914,  revi'^wed  the  I'videnee  on  file. 
in  which  it  was  shown  that  the  operations  of  the  respondent  had  resulted  in  n 
deficit,    notwithstanding   the   fact   that   its   officers,    indudini:    its   Superintendent, 
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furred  without  >alai7 ;  that  no  retuni  hnd  been  received  upon  the  Investment,  and 
held  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  CommisaioD,  the  rates  charged  were  not  excessive, 
cxorbitRQt  or  unreaaoniibly  high.

3.  To  send  to  tb's  Coramission  aa  Boon  as  the  aforesaid  device  has  been 
inatiillpd,  ;  brief  description,  giving  the  principle  of  its  construc- 
tion, inclii'ling  a  nbitPtnent  snowing  wherein  the  new  device  is 
auiicrior  t>i  the  one  now  in  use. 

3.  To  aeviHp  sone  pinn  by  which  the  pipe  that  eiteiida  ncrnsn  the  bridee 

nnd  connecli  with  the  Rendins  water  pliint.  nnd  whic'ti  thf  Company 
proponed  to  uae  in  cases  of  emerf-oncy,  will  be  protected  from  freez- 
ing, so  that  it  may  be  availnble  fur  service  whenever  the  occasion  to 
use  it  ntay  arise. 

4.  To  flush  the  fii"  pItirh  at  Glenside  nt  least  once  every  spring  and

the  Boroogb  of  Tarentum,  and  that  the  officials  of  said  Borough  were  construct- 
ing ■  water  plant  and  threatvni^  to  furnish  w»ter  at  unreasonable  and  ruinously 
low  ratea  for  the  purpose  of  injurying,  destroying  and  bankrupting  the  Allegheny 
Tallej  Water  Company ;  and  that  the  said  Borough  ofHcials  had  not  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Service  Company  I>aw.  The  petition  then 
prayed  tliat  the  Commission  retrain  and  enjoin  the  Borough  of  Tarentum  and  its 
cSdals  from  further  continuing  to  construct  said  plant,  and  from  using  said 
plant  to  onreasonably  and  unfairly  depre.ss  rates,  thereby  injurying  and  destroying 
the  security  of  the  bondholders. 

Prom  the  testimony  it  appeared  that  the  Borough  had  increased  its  indebtedness 
for  the  purpose  of  constnicting  a  municipal  wiitor  works;  that  the  Tarentum  Water 
Company  and  the  Allegheny  Valley  Water  Compauy  had  filed  a  bill  in  equity  to 
tvstrain  the  Borough  from  constructing  the  plant,  and  that  the  bill  had  been  dis- 
missed by  the  lower  court,  the  decree  ciinfirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State, 
and  an  appeal  refused  by  the  Suprume  Court  of  the  United  States. 

The  evidence  failed  to  present  anything  which  would  enable  the  Commiaaion  to 
find  that  the  rates  established,  or  to  be  established,  by  the  borough  are  unreasonable 
and  minoualy  low,  and  it  appeared  from  the  uncontradicted  testimony  that  the 
water  was  turned  into  the  borough  system  before  the  petition  in  this  case  was 
filed. 

In  •  report  filed  by  the  Commission  it  was  held  that  under  the  circumstances 
pnsentsd  the  prayer  of  the  petition  should  be  refused.

Complaint  was  made  of  the  poor  and  irregular  passenger  service  of  the  respondent, 
particularly  between  Allegheny  and  Bakorstown,  Complaint  was  also  made  of  the 
inadequacy  of  the  station  facilities  at  Allegheny.  It  wa.i  alleged  that  passenger 
trains  stop  at  the  baggnge  room  to  load  and  unload  baggage  and  then  run  Co  the 
station  proper  when  there  was  a  rush  of  people  to  get  scats,  entailing  risk  of 
life  and  injury;  also  that  passengers  were  allowed  to  board  the  trains  at  said 
station  while  in  motion. 

The  respondent,  in  Its  answer,  denied  that  its  passenger  train  service  is  poor 
and  irregular  and  that  trains  are  unnecessarily  delayed  for  the  reason  set  forth 
in  the  petition  or  for  any  other  reason.  It  admitted  that  at  times  there  were 
unavoidable  delays.  It  averred  that  to  rebuild  its  road,  or  parts  of  it,  or  to  double 
the  trscks,  would  require  an  expenditure  of  a  sum  disproportionate  to  any  re- 
turns that  could  be  expected. 

Regarding  the  inadequacy  of  the  station  facilities  at  Allegheny  the  respondent 
denied  the  allegation  that  the  station  is  mismanaged,  and,  on  the  contrary,  averred 
that  the  station  is  managed  with  care  and  with  due  regard  to  the  safety  of  the 
public. 

A  hearing  in  the  matter  was  held  in  Ilarrisburi:,  June  22,  1915,  at  which  the 
complainant  waa  present  and  the  rrspondent  represented  by  cnunael. 
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At  the  bcftriDg  it  wns  sgreed  between  the  parties  that  the  complamant  shall  keep 
a.  record  of  the  running  time  of  the  paaengcr  trains  far  a  period  of  thirt;  days

The  case  beioi  at  issue  n  hearing  was  held  in  Harrisburg,  December  17,  1914,  at 
whibh  te«tLmony  was  introduced.     Uriefs  were  filed  by  counsel  for  both  parties.

A  hearing  was  appointed  to  be  held  in  Harrisburg,  May  0,  191S,  and  the  parties 
to  the  eoraplaint  duly  notified.

The  respondent  avcrrGd  that  Chewtou  ia  located  directly  across  the  Beaver 
River  from  Wampum,  where  there  are  tbirtcen  weat-bound  and  fifteen  eaat-bonnd 
trains  daily  operated  by  the  Pittsburgh  and  I.ake  Erie  Railroad,  two  bnnchea  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  the  Pittsburgh,  Uutler,  Harmony  and  New  Cuitle 
Street  Railway,  tbe  last  named  being  about  two  miles  from  CbewMu,  all  of  which 
are  within  easy  reach  of  Chewtou.  Denial  wus  made  that  freight  destined  to 
Chewtou  was  not  properly  cared  for  at  tbe  station.  It  further  averred  that  the 
amount  of  traffic  originating  at  Chewtun  is  insufiicicnt  to  yield  in  adequate  return  on 
the  amount  invested  and  that  to  rttjuirc  the  respondent  to  restore  the  agency  station 
at  Cbewton  would   result   in   requiring   the   respondent   to  conduct   its  business   at 

A  bearing  was  held  in  Harrisburg,  December  1,  1911,  at  which  both  parties  pi 
the  complaint  were  represented  aod  testimony  presented. 

At  the  bearing  it  was  agreed  between  the  parties  that  a  conference  should  be 
held  at  Cbewton  in  an  effort  to  adjust  tbe  diHerencee  between  them.  However,  n» 
adjustment  was  reached  and  a  request  was  made  for  a  further  bearing.  A  ali- 
tor a  aecond  hearing  was  appointed,  but  postpoued  on  account  ot  a  death  in  tOt 
family  of  counsel  for  tbe  petitioner.  Subsequently,  under  date  of  June  II,  191&,  am 
filed  with  the  Commission  n  stipulation  setting  forth  that  as  many  of  the  oi^ 
jections  complained  of  bad  been  overcome,  the  complainant  was  satisfied  to  dist-uu 
tinue  the  proceeding.

INVESTIGATOR  OF  ACCIDENTS 

FOR  lEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  191S 

To  tbe  Members  of  the  Public  Service  GommiBBion  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Penngrylvania : 

Oentlemen :  I  present  herewith  the  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Acci- 
dents of  the  Public  Bervice  Commiesion  for  the  period  embracing 
July  lat,  1914,  and  June  30th,  1915. 

Baring  this  time  11,639  accidents  occurred  on  the  steam  railroads 
and  street  railways  of  Pennsylvania,  with  tbe  result  that  1,162  people 
were  killed  and  11,802  were  injured. 

A  report  of  each  accident  was  received  from  the  company  on  whose 
line  the  accident  occurred,  and  this  report  has  been  tabulated  accord- 
ing to  the  character  of  the  accident  and  the  classification  of  the  per- 
son killed  or  injured. 

Tbe  statistical  exhibit  which  follows  shows  that  of  999  persons 
killed  on  the  steam  railroads  609,  or  approximately  60  per  cent-,  were 
trespassers.  When  we  view  these  alarming  figures  in  connection  with 
the  fact  that  105  persons  lost  their  lives  at  grade  crossings,  the  con- 
clusion must  be  reached  that  the  fatalities  yearly  occurring  in  this 
State  could  be  materially  reduced  by  the  strict  enforcement  of  an  ef- 
fective law  relating  to  trespassers,  and  by  the  careful  observance  of 
precautionary  measures  by  travellers  over  crossings. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was  an  increase  of  8  in 
the  total  of  people  killed  on  the  railroads,  but  a  decrease  of  185  in 
the  number  injured.  Tbe  increase  was  occasioned  by  trespassing 
and  grade  crossing  fatalities,  while  the  decrease  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  fewer  employees  and  passengers  were  injured  than  there  were 
during  the  prior  year. 

In  the  transportation  of  passengers  consigned  to  their  care  the 
railroad  companies  have  performed  this  service  in  a  most  gratifying 
and  commendable  manner.  Of  the  vast  number  of  people  hauled  dur- 
ing the  year  by  126  carriers  only  two  passengers  were  killed  in  a 
train  accident,  and  in  this  case  there  was  nothing  shown  by  investiga- 
tion to  justify  the  claim  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  either  the  com- 
pany or  its  employees.  This  notable  result  is  doubtless  due  to  the 
fact  that  efficiency  tests  are  systematically  applied  and  that  the 
oflQcials  and  employees  charged  with  the  duty  of  operating  trains  are 
constantly  reminded  of  the  importance  and  seriousness  of  their  re- 
sponsibility.

REPORT  OF  THE  INVESTIGATOR  OF  ACCIDENTS  ON  ACCI- 
DENT—PHILADELPHIA &  READING  RAILWAY  COMPANY, 
BLACK  BOCK  TUNNEL,  SEPTEMBER  21ST,  1914. 


Harrisburg,  Pa,,   October  flth,   1914. 

To   the   Members   of   the   Public   Service   Commission   of   the   Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania: 

GenUelnenr  On  September  2l8t,  1914,  passenger  train  No.  97  of  the  Philadelphia 
&  Reading  Railway  struck  and  killed  a  woman  about  1,D00  feet  south  of  the  entrance 
to  Black  Rock  Tunnel,  which  is  loca-ted  on  the  tine  of  this  railway  approximately  one 
mile  north  of  Phoenixvitle  in  the  County  ot  Chester. 

It  is  the  practice  in  railroad  operation  for  the  engineer  to  stop  Ms  train  as 
promptly  as  possible  wben  a  person  has  been  struck,  and  this  r^ulation  was  ob- 
served by  the  engineman  of  train  Number  71  wh«n  the  unfoHunate  woman  met  her 
death. 

Tbe  train  consisted  of  nine  cars  and  when  it  stopped  seven  of  them  were  In  the 
tunnel  and  the  other  two  were  outside. 

Arrangements  were  then  made  for  the  removal  of  the  body  of  the  woman  and 
when  they  had  been  completed  tbe  conductor  of  the  trnin  signnlled  it  to  proceed. 
There  was  no  response  to  this  signal  and  Engine  Number  .''lO-j.  whirh  was  following 
the  passenger  train,  was  summoned  to  assist,  with  the  result  that  the  entire  train 
was  pushed  into  the  tunnel,  where  it  again  came  to  a  stop. 

Tbe  conductor  then  went  forward  to  ascertain  tbe  cause  of  the  delay.  He  was 
found  later  alongside  the  track  and  died  shortly  after  bis  removal  from  the  tunnel. 
The  engineer  was  found  dead  in  tbe  cab  of  his  engine  and  the  fireman,  who  was 
overcome  but  who  subsequently  recovered,  was  discovered  neor  tbe  side  of  the 
train. 

Two  of  tbe  passengers  who  were  lending  their  aid  tit  start  the  train  were  also 
overcome  but  were  discbarged  from  the  hospital  two  days  later. 

The  generally  accepted  theory  is  that  these  people  were  ad'eeted  by  coal  gas.  and 
the  regular  report  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Readiag  Railway  Company  to  tbe  Divi- 
sion of  Accidents  of  this  Commission  confirms  this  view  of  the  matter. 
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I  have  made  an  inTWtleetioD  of  this  disaater,  which  induded  nn  inspection  of  the 
tunnel,  and  I  have  found  these  facts: 

The  total  length  of  the  tunnel  U  1,931  feet. 

There  ore  Sve  air  shafts  ia  it.  ranginE  from  S  feet  in  diaineter  to  8  feet. 

There  ie  a  north  and  a  south  bound  track  through  the  tunnel  and  all  of  the  shafts 
are  located  above  the  north  bound  track. 

There  are  10  rails  at  the  bottom  of  each  shaft  and  about  18  inchea  abore  thcM 
rails  there  are  -ten  additional  rails  laid  in  opposite  direction  to  the  loirer  ones.  The; 
are  all  cemented  in  rock  and  their  purpose  is  to  prevent  stone  or  like  matter  from 
falling  to  the  roadtied  of  the  line. 

At  the  top  of  each  ahaft  is  a  masonry  wall  E  feet  shove  the  snrface  of  the  gronnd. 

This  tunnel  was  originall;  built  in  the  jesr  1838,  at  which  time  hut  one  tradk  was 
laid  through  it,  and  this  eiplsins  the  fact  that  all  the  air  shafts  are  shove  the 
north  bound  track.

Of  the  above,  that  at  Mahanof  alone  is  provided  with  forced  ventilatioD. 

With  a  view  of  obtaining  infonnation  thnt  might  be  of  volue  in  preventliig  ■  re- 
currence of  such  an  accident  as  thnt  with  whirh  this  report  deals,  I  communicated 
with  Ur.  H.  W.  Belnap,  Chief  of  the  Diviaton  of  Safety  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  and  received  the  following  reply: 

"AckDOwledglng  receipt  of  your  letter  of  September  28th,  beg  to  advise 
that  I  know  of  no  State  or  Federsl  regulations  regarding  the  forced 
ventilation  of  railroad  tunnels.  So  far  as  I  know  no  legislation  of  this 
character  has  been  before  the  Congress.  To  provide  proper  safety  It 
would  appear  to  me  that  all  tunnets  wherein  there  is  [mssibilitr  of  em- 
ployees being  overcome  by  gases  should  have  some  form  of  forced  veotlla- 
tioD.  , 

I  fully  recognize  ttie  difficulties  of  train  operation  in  a  mountainous 
country  where  tunnels  arc  necessary,  nud  it  is  not  altogether  improbable 
that  eventually  trains  will  be  handled  by  electric  power  through  these 
tunnela  in  order  to  obviate  the  danger  Inherent  with  the  present  system  of 
train  operation.  I  regret  that  I  am  not  in  position  to  furnish  you  in- 
formation that  would  be  of  particular  value  to  you  In  the  accident  yon 
hove  under  investigation." 

I  suhmit  the  foregoing  to  the  Commission  with  the  hope  that  a  condderatlon  of 
tbe  facts  and  circumstances  presented  mny  lead  to  a  recommendation  of  some  char- 
acter that  wilt  meet  the  conditions  which  this  acddent  has  brought  to  our  attention.

The  coUecUou  ot  this  data  was  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  on  September  2lBt,  I9U, 
a  passenger  train  operated  b;  the  Philadelphia  Ic  Beading  Railway  Companr  was 
stalled  in  Blai^  Rock  Tunnel,  which  is  located  one  mile  north  of  Phoeniiville  in  tbe 
County  of  Chester.  Before  tbe  train  was  got  under  way  two  of  the  trainmen  were 
fatally  oTercome  by  coal  gas  and  two  paBsengera  were  temporarily  affected  through 
the  same  agency. 

On  December  17th,  1914,  a  Committee  representing  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive 
Engineers  appeared  before  the  Public  Service  Commlssioo  of  Penoaylyanin  and  testi- 
fied in  substance  that  owing  to  the  lack  of  veotilation  in  some  of  the  tunnels  tbe 
lives  of  the  men  who  have  to  go  through  them  are  endangered. 

It  was  the  thought  of  tbe  Commission  that  there  should  be  an  inquiry  into  the 
situation  witb  a  view  of  determining  whether  the  necessity  exists  for  the  adop* 
tion  ot  measures  for  tbe  improvement  of  the  ventilation  in  these  tunnels,  and  I  now 
present  the  matter  to  you  for  such  consideration  and  disposition  as  in  your  judgment 
the  subject  justifies.

(.ietilleiiieii :  I  herewith  isuhiiiit  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
Bureau  of  Rates  and  Tariffs  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1915. 

THE  PILING  OF  TABIPFS  BY  PDBLIC  SEEVICB  COMPANIES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Article  II,  Section  1  (d)  of  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Company  Law,  all  public  service  companies  a;-e  required  to  file 
tariffs  with  the  Commission  whenever  so  required.  General  Order  No. 
?,  requiring  companies  to  die  tariffs  with  the  CommissioD,  wag  pro- 
mulgated on  the  9th  day  of  April,  1911,  and  tariffs  and  aupplemeota 
were  filed  as  follows: 

For  the  period  ending  June  30, 1914, 33,642 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915,  27,027 

Total  to  June  30, 1915, 60,669 

A  detailed  record,  giving  the  names  of  the  filing  companies,  and 
the  number  of  tariffs  filed  by  each,  will  be  found  in  Supplement  "I." 

The  number  of  tariffs  filed  by  the  companies  was  far  in  excess  of 
our  expectation,  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  at  the  time  the  order 
calling  for  the  tariffs  was  issued  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  tiie  carriers  for  permission 
to  increafie  their  freight  rates  to  the  extent  of  five  per  cent. 

The  tariffs  which  provided  for  such  increases  were  issued  to  become 
effective  November  15,  1913,  but  were  suspended  during  the  considera- 
tion of  this  petition,  and  the  tariffs  intended  to  be  cancelled  by  the 
tariffs  of  increased  rates  continued  in  effect,  resulting  in  a  duplication 
of  tariffs  for  the  same  service,  one  active  and  the  other  inactive.  Upon 
the  deferniination  of  thi.s  question  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
tuissioQ  some  of  the  iiicieases  were  ellowed  and  others  denied.  Under 
this  determination  the  carriers  were  required  to  reissue  the  tariffs 
in  suspense,  of  which  tariffs  3.251,  containing  rates  for  intra-statf 
movements  in  Pennnylvania,  were  filed  with  this  Commission  early 
in  1915. 
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liyea  had  tbere  been  do  sudi  petitioD  the  tiiiinber  of  tariffs  receivtil 
was  still  in  excess  of  our  expectations,  and  ample  clerical  aaBistancc 
had  not  been  provided  to  liandle  thein. 


A  copy  of  General  Order  No.  8,  was  forwarded  to  all  of  the  cor- 
porations, companies  or  individuals,  of  whom  this  Bureau  or  any  of 
the  other  offices  of  the  Commission  had  knowledge  as  performing 
public  service,  and  required  to  file  tariffs.  The  mailing  and  distribu- 
tion of  this  General  Order  was  not  solely  relied  upon.  The  field 
inspectors,  in  addition  to  the  performance  of  their  duty  of  inspecting 
the  posting  of  tariffs,  advised  the  Bureau  of  any  corporations,  com 
[lanies  or  individuals  performing  public  service,  whose  offices  weic 
located  in  the  territory  visited  by  them,  and  upon  receipt  of  this 
information  the  Bureau  communicated  with  such  companies  inform- 
ing tiiem  of  their  duty  under  the  law,  with  the  result  that  very  many 
tariffs  were  obtained  that  would  not  otherwise  have  been  secured. 

Full  information  of  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Inspectors  will 
be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Isspectioti  of  the  Posting  of  Tariffs  on 


FORM  OF  TARIFFS. 

The  tariffs  which  were  filed  by  companies  that  had  previously  been 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  other  regulating  commissions  were  for 
the  most  part  prepared  in  better  foim  than  were  those  prepared  by 
rompanies  who  had  not  been  previously  subject  to  puch  jurisdiction, 
and  had  constructed  a  tariff  for  the  first  time,  which  tariffs  lacked 
uniformity  in  sikg,  arrangement  of  contents,  description  of  service, 
order  of  arrangement  of  rules,  regulations,  etc. 

The  importance  of  standardizing  these  tariffs  will  be  of  inestimable 
value  not  only  to  the  Conmiis.tion  but  to  the  public.  Instructions 
providing  for  such  uniformity  were  prepared  by  the  Bureau  and 
submitted  to  the  Commission  for  approval,  and  when  tariffs  are  re- 
issued to  conform  with  such  instructions  it  is  confidently  believed 
that  the  rates  and  rules  will  be  more  clearly  set  forth,  the  intent  of 
the  company  withVe.spect  thereto  will  be  made  clear,  and  should,  and 
doubtless  will,  result  in  Ipssening  the  number  of  controversies  between 
public  service  companies  and  their  patrons  over  trivial  matters.  I 
ihink  I  should  state,  in  justice  to  these  companies,  that  such  of  the 
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officers  as  1  have  spoken  with  have  satisfied  me  of  their  anxiet;  to  so 
tODsti'Uct  their  tariffs  as  to  remove  all  occasion  for  misanderstanding 
v;ith  respect  to  the  application  of  their  rates  and  rules. 


General  Order  No,  8  distinctly  provides  that, 

"The  filing  with  the  Commission  shall  not  be  construed  as  so 
approval  of  any  of  the  prices,  charges,,  rates,  fares,  toils  or 
other  compensation,  or  the  rules  and  r^ulatlona     "     •    • 
contained  in  the  said  tariffs    •    "    *" 
Notwithstanding  this,  however,  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  has 
frequently  been  called  to  the  fact  Ijiat  patrons  of  some  of  the  public 
service  compatiies  had  been  informed  that  no  changes  could  be  made 
by  such  companies  in  the  rates,  rules  or  r^ulations  contained  in 
their  tariffs  without  the  permission  of  the  Commission,  as  the  exist- 
ing rates  and  rules  had  been  approved  by  the  Commission.    In  each 
such  instance  we  have  communicated  with  the  officers  of  the  com- 
pany directing  them  to  furnish  copies  of  communications  in  which 
such  statements  were  contained,  or  jt  made  verbally  to  advise  the 
exact  statement  made,  the  person  by  whom  and  to  whom  made,  and 
any  pertinent  facts  relating  thereto.    If  upon  receipt  of  this  Informa- 
tion it  appeared  a  wrong  impression  had  been  created  th^  were  di- 
rected to  correct  this  erroneous  impression. 

I  would  surest  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commission  that  a 
public  declaration  be  made  in  such  manner  as  would  indicate  clearly 
that  in  accepting  tariffs  for  filing  the  Commission  does  not  thereby 
approve  the  rates  or  rules  contained  therein. 


THE  POSTING  OF  TAEIPF8  IN  OrFlCBS  OF  PUBLIC  SBRVICB  OOM- 
A.NIBS  AND  THE  INSPECTION  THEREOF. 

The  law  not  only  requires  that  tariffs  be  filed  with  the  Commission, 
but  that  they  also  be  posted  in  the  offices  of  such  public  service  com- 
panies, open  to  the  public,  wh"re  paTmcnts  are  made  by  shippers,  con- 
sumers, users  or  patrons  in  such  manner,  form  and  place  as  to  be 
readily  accessible  and  conveniently  inspected  by  the  public,  and  in 
such  other  places  as  the  Commission  may  require. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  this  provision  of  the  law 
was  being  complied  with  an  inspection  of  the  posting  of  these  tariffs 
was  Hiade  by  twelve  inspectors  eniployed  especially  for  that  purpose, 
which  inspection  extended  over  the  period  of  time  from  September 
1914  to  May  1915. 
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The  Stnte  wag  divided  into  five  districts,  aDd  the  oEBcea  of  corpora- 
tious,  companies  or  individuals  known  to  be  engaged  in  public  service 
visited.  Jn  order  to  expedite  this  inspection  only  the  larger  com 
munities,  located  on  the  lines  of  steam  railroads  and  electric  railways 
v.e;c  vitiied,  le;iviiig  for  ;i  latei'  iii-'^iicciioii  the  smaller  communities 
located  along  such  lines  of  travel,  and  the  other  communitiea  not  bo 
conveniently  located.  But  notwithstanding  the  limitations  placed 
upon  the  localities  to  be  inspected  a  total  of  7,011  oEBces  were  visited, 
of  which  number  it  was  ascertained  4,371  had  posted  their  tariffs ; 
2,640  hadtiot,  (although  many  of  them  had  filed  tariffs  witii  the  Com- 
mission,) and  988  companies  had  neither  filed  nor  posted  their  tariffs. 

Very  many  of  the  companies  or  individuals  who  had  not  filed  or 
posted  their  tariffs  stated  that  they  were  not  aware  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  law. 

A  detailed  report  of  the  inspection  is  attached  hereto  marked 
Supplement  "2." 

On  the  allegation  by  the  complainants  in  the  so-called  "Philadel- 
phia Commuters  Case"  that  the  tariffs  containing  pasxenger  fares 
published  by  the  defendant  companies  in  that  case  had  not  been 
properly  posted,  a  special  inspection  of  the  posting  of  such  tariffs  was 
made. 

A  copyof  this  report  dated  December  11,  1914,  is  attadied  hereto 
and  is  known  as  Supplement  "8."  ^        ;. 

I  respectfully  suggest  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commission,  the 
appointment  of  permanent  inspectors  who,  in  addition  to  the  in- 
specting of  tariffs  in  the  offices  of  public  service  companies,  mi«^t 
perform  any  other  outside  duties  assigned  to  them,  Snd  render  ma- 
terial assistance  to  the  Bureau  in  the  examining  and  filing  of  tariffs. 


THE  POSTING  OP  NOTICES  IN  OFFICES  OF  PUBUC  SBRVICB  COM- 
PANIES DIRECTING  ATTENTION  TO  TARIFFS  ON  FILE  THEREIN. 

In  order  that  the  patrons  of  public  service  companies  mi^t  be 
informed  that  tariffs  of  such  companies  were  on  file,  and  tiiat  they 
were  accessible  to  the  public,  Tariff  Circulars  Xos.  3  and  4  (See 
Supplements  "9"  and  10,"  pertaining  to  railroad  companies,  and 
public  service  companies  other  than  railroads,  respectively,  were 
issued  on  June  16,  1915.  These  Circulars  not  only  direct  the  com- 
panies to  post  tbeir  tariffs  so  that  tfcey  are  readily  accessible  to  the 
public,  but  also  direct  the  posting  in  two  conspicuous  places  in  rail- 
road stations,   wiiiliiig  rooms  and   ware  houses,  and  one  place  in 
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railroad  stations,  waiting  rooms  and  ware  tiouses,  and  one  place  in 
offices  of  other  public  senice  companies,  a"  notice  not  smaller  than 
eight  by  ten  inches  printed  in  large  type,  reading  as  follows: 

COMPANY. 

A  COMPLETE  PUBLIC  FILE  OP  THE  TARIFFS  OP 
THE  ABOVE-NAMED  COMPANY  IS  MAINTAINED 
IN  THIS  OFFICE,  AND  MAY  BE  INSPECTED  BY 
''any  PERSON  UPON  APPLICATION,  AND  WITH- 
OUT THE  ASSIGNMENT  OF  ANY  REASON  FOR 
SUCH  DESIRE.  A  REPRESENTATIVE  OF  THE 
COMPANY  WILL  LEND  ANY  ASSISTANCE  IN  SE- 
CURING INFORMATION  FROM  SUCH  TARIFPfi. 

This  posted  notice  also  serves  to  relieve  persons  desiring  access 
to  Bircb  tariffs  of  any  embarrassment  that  otherwise  might  be  ex- 
perienced in  calling  for  the  production  of  the  tariff. 

If  it  is  determined  that  further  inspections  be  made  of  the  posting 
of  the  tariffs  particalar  attention  should  be  given  to  the  inspection 
of  the  posting  of  this  notice.  If,  however,  it  should  be  determined 
not  to  have  another  inspection,  I  then  respectfully  suggest  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Commission  that  an  order  be  issued  requiring 
companies  to  advise  in  what  manner  they  have  complied  with  the 
order,  and  specifically  indicate  whether  the  notice  is  conspicuously 
posted. 

PEBMISaiON  TO  ESTABLISH  RATH  UPON  LESS  THAN  THIETY  DAY8' 
NOTICE. 
The  law  contranplates  that  changes  in  tariffs  which  shall  have  been 
filed  or  posted  by  any  public  service  company  shall  only  be  made  after 
thirty  days'  notice  to  the  Commissioo  and  to  the  public.  It  is,  how- 
ever, provided  in  Article  II,  Section  1  (f) : 

"That  the  Commission  may,  in  its  discretion  and  for  good 

cause  shown,  allow  changes  in  such  tariffs  or  schedules  upon 

less  than  thirty  days'  notice  herein  specified,  or  upon  other 

conditions." 

That  the  public  service  companies  have  availed  themselves  of  this 

privilege  is  evidenced  by  the  number  of  petitions  received  for  the 

year  ending  June  30,  1915,  as  follows: 

Petitions  approved,  648 

Petitions  denied, 62 

Total  number  of  petitions  received, 710

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REFUND  CLAIMS. 

Claims  for  refund  of  amounts  collected  by  public  service  companies, 

either  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  tlie  law,  or  due  to  alleged  e.tces- 

sive  and  unreasonable  rates,  were  received  and  acted  upon  as  follows: 

lu  251  instances,  involving  $134,780.86,  tlie  companies  weie 

advised  that  the  Commission  would  not  object  to  the  refund 

of  the  sum  collected,  which  were  admitted  to  be  excessive  and 

unreasonable. 

In  i3  iii)>taiiee.'i,  involviug  ?7.W;0,05,  the  pediioners  were 
advised  that  the  Commission  would  not  approve  of  the  refund- 
ing of  the  amount  claimed. 

The   total   number  of   claims  handled   was   294,   involviug 
fl42,640.91. 
For  detailed  information  with  respect  to  these  claims  and  the 
action  taken  thereon  see  Supplement  "5." 


The  practice  of  die  companies  with  respect  to  allowing  discounts 
for  prompt  payment  and  the  imposition  of  penalties  for  delayed  pay- 
ment of  bills  was  not  uniform.  Borne  companies  allowed  discounts 
when  payments  were  mailed  on  the  last  day  of  the  discount  periods, 
others  declined  so  to  do. 

On  January  22,  1915,  Administrative  Ruling  No.  6  was  iaaued, 
directing  companies  allowing  discounts  for  prompt  payment,  and 
Imposing  penalties  for  delayed  payments,  to  incorporate  iti  their 
tariffs  their  mles  and  regulations  with  respect  thereto,  particularly 
Indicating  whether  discounts  would  be  allowed  for  payments  mailed 
on  the  last  day  of  the  discount  period  as  evidenced  by  the  post  mark 
on  the  envelope  containing  the  remittance. 

A  copy  of  Administrative  Ruling  No.  6  is  hereto  attached,  marked 
Supplement  "fi."' 

THE  SALE  OF  COMMUTATION  AND  TERM  TICKETS  ON  OH  BEFORE 
THB  DATE  OF  THE  INITIAL  TRIP. 

In  order  that  all  purchasers  of  monthly,  quarterly,  or  other  forms 
of  commutation  and  term  tickets  may  obtain  the  full  bene&t  of  lite 
limit  in  which  such  tickets  are  valid,  and  for  the  further  convenience 
of  passengers  using  such  forms  of  tickets  to  or  from  non-agency  sta- 
tions, a  circuliir  was  issued,  kuonn  as  Artuiinisliative  Riiliug  No.  7, 
dated  April  9,  1915,  providing  that  such  tickets  be  placed  on  sale  one 
day  in  advance  of  the  day  the  initial  trip  is  to  be  made. 

A  copy  of  Administrative  Ruling  No.  7,  is  attached  hereto,  and 
marked  Supplement  "7." 
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NOTICE  TO  THE  COUMISSION  OF  COMPLIANCE  WITH  ORDERS  ISSUED 
BY   IT. 

Companies  are  required  to  advise  the  Secretary  of  the  CommiBsioD 
of  their  compllaDce  with  the  orders  Issued  by  the  Commission.  Iti 
order  that  extra  copies  of  tariffs  and  supplements  to  tariffs  issued 
under  such  orders  might  accompany  such  notice  of  compliance  Rule 
39  of  the  Rules  of  Practice  was  revised,  providing  that  two  copies 
of  such  tariffs  and  supplements  accompany  the  notice. 

A  copy  of  the  proposed  revision  of  such  Rule  is  hereto  attached 
and  known  as  Supplement  "M." 

CORRESPONDENCE    COMPLAINTS. 

In  addition  to  the  very  large  number  of  letters  upon  general  subjects 
which  were  received  by  the  Bureau,  a  number  of  communicatious 
were  received  from  patrons  of  various  companies  requesting  to  be 
informed  of  the  propriety  of  certain  practices  of  the  companies, 
either  with  respect  to  the  application  of  rates  or  of  their  mlee  and 
r^ulations. 

In  many  instances  there  were  differences  of  opinion  between  the 
officers  of  the  company  and  their  patrons  with  respect  to  the  proper 
interpretation  to  be  placed  upon  their  rates  or  rules,  and  upon 
receipt  of  such  communications  the  tariffs  of  the  companies  were  ex- 
amined and  communications  were  addressed  to  the  companies  re- 
questing information  with  respect  to  the  practices  complained  of. 
which  communicatious  in  the  flies  of  the  Bureau  have  been  designated 
as  "Correspondence  Complaints."  The  questions  were  satisf actoi  ily 
disposed  of  as  the  result  of  this  correspondence  in  most  instances, 
but  where  patrons  were  not  satisfied  they  were  advised  as  to  the 
method  to  be  pursued  in  presenting  certified  complaints. 

SUMMARY  or  THE  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  BUHBAD. 

The  number  of  instances  in  which  tlie  tariffs  in  the  fi'e  have  been 
examined  has  not  been  recorded,  but  the  frequent  use  made  of  the  . 
information  contained  therein  in  checking  data  in  exhibits  and  briefs 
in  the  preparation  of  statements  for  the  use  of  the  Commissioners 
in  the  checking  of  refund  claims,  above  referred  to;  in  the  considera- 
tion of  applications  for  autliority  to  make  changes  in  e.xisting  rales 
upon  less  than  thirty  days'  notice,  and  in  the  investigation  of  in- 
quiries on  subjects  presented  by  the  public,  otherwise  referred  to 
herein  as  "Correspondence  Complaints,"  demonstrate  the  usefulness 
of  this  tariff  file. 

It  is  my  conviction,  however,  that  the  efBciency  of  tlie  Bureau 
would  be  very  greatly  increased  if  we  could  make  a  study  and  tabula- 
tion of  the  rates,  rules  and  practices  of  all  the  companies  pwforming 
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the  same  character  of  aervlce.  Such  study  would  be  of  material  as- 
sistance to  the  companies  in  unifying  their  rates,  rules  and  practices, 
many  matters  could  and  would  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
CommissioD,  and  when  of  sufficient  importance  might  be  made  the 
subject  of  investigation  by  the  Commission  as  the  taw  permits;  so 
that  while  we  believe  the  Bureau  has  been  of  material  assistance 
both  to  the  Commission  aud  the  public  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that 
the  facilities  of  the  Bureau  might  be  increased  that  its  usefulness 
in  the  matter  of  constructive  work  may  be  enhanced. 

The  following  statement  showing  the  number  of  tariifs  and  com- 
munications received  and  handled  will,  we  believe,  prove  interesting:

To  the  Public  Service  CommiBBion  of  the  Common  wealth  of  PeonsylTaDia: 
Oeatlemen:    Purauant   to   the   iuBtnictiona   of   the   CnmmisaioD   of   Augnst   IStli, 

1914,  the  Bureau  Bupervlacd  the  inspection  of  the  posting  uf  tnri^s  at  the  principal 

nnd   aub-officea   of  the   pablic   aerrice  compaaies,   and   the   followiOE   report  is   re- 

apertfullj  submitted:

Rperi.ll  instractionB  were  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  the  inapectora,  which  in- 
siructions  were  approved  by  the  CommiBsion. 

In  addition  to  these  iustructiona,  the  inspectors  were  provided  with  a  list  of  the 
public  service  companies  having  previously  filed  tariffs  with  the  Comraisaion ,  and 
were  instructed  to  visit  the  offices  of  these  companies  located  along  main  lines  of 
travel,  or  im mediately  adjacent  thereto,  but  not  to  visit  offices  of  uCilitiea  In  small 
communities  not  readily  accesBible,  unless  principal  offices  of  utilitiea  were  lo- 
cated in  such  communities,  in  which  event  the  locnlitica  were  visited  even  Chough 
I'onveyanceB  other  than  Bteam  or  electric  railroads  were  employed. 

They  were  also  provided  with  a  supply  of  a  card  apedally  preparpd  for  the 
purpose,  upon  which  they  reported  to  the  Bureau  a  description  of  the  tariEfs 
iio  posted  iu  the  offices  of  such  of  the  public  service  companiea  of  which. they  had 
been  previoualy  advised,  or  in  event  tariff  was  not  posted,  Bueh  statement  was 
substituted  for  description  of  tariff.  The  card  was  also  used  for  the  purpose  of 
reporting  to  the  Bureau  the  office  of  any  individual,  corporation  or  company  ren- 
dering public  service  over  which  the  Commission  should  have  juriwliction,  but  of 
which  the  Commissiuu  had  not  been  advised,  the  existence  of  which  companies  they 
had  ascertained  in  the  inspection ;  nnd  although  only  a  limited  section  of  the 
State  was  visited,  1,853  officers  of  such  individuals,  corporations,  or  companiea  were 
reported,  a  very  large  number  consisting  of  small  eipreaa  or  baggnRe  companies, 
taxicab  companies,  or  rural  telephone  companies. 
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Filing   Devices   imd    AcceBSibilitj   of  TariffB. 
In  many  iaatances  such  ot  the  tariffs  ns  were  posted  in  the  offices  ot  the  com- 
pany were  rcHdilj  accesaihle,  and  in  a  few  instances  notices  were  posted,  directing 
attention  to  the  fact  thnt  such  larilTs  were  accessible. 

StatrmnntB  were  filed  by  Bcvernl  of  the  inspectors  with  respect  to  the  very  com- 
plete and  readily  accessible  tiles  of  steam  railroads,  with  the  exception  at  the 
Buffalo,  Rochester  &  Piltsburgh  Railway,  upon  which  Inspectors  Adams,  Mills 
and  Todd  comment,  and  from  which  it  would  appear  that  the  device  ia  crude,  and 
that  tbe  tariffs  are  not  in  readily  acccsxible  form.  It  is  recommended  thnt  at 
some  time  in  the  future,  the  matter  of  Eling  devices  be  given  consideration,  aot 
witb  a  view  of  suggesting  any  particular  method  of  filing,  but  to  insure  the  filing 
in  such  manner  that  the  tariffs  will  be  preserved  and  will  be  in  readily  accessible 
form   as   required.

The   following   comments   upon    the   conditions   portrayed   by   the   reports  of   the 
inspectors  are  made: 


Electricity  and  Steam  Heat  Supplied  by  Individuals  or  Companies  other  than  Public 
Service  Companies  Chartered  for  Such  Purpose. 

The  inspectors  reported  a  number  of  instances  of  corporations  chartered  for  other 
I'Urposes,  as  well  as  individuals  or  companies,  generating  electric  light  or  steam 
heat  for  their  own  use,  a  portion  of  which  is  sold  to  persons  olber  than  their  tenants.

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I  am  pprsiinally  satisfied  that  there  are  a  very  larje  number  of  hotels  and  buai- 
ueKs  eatabliBbmeDta  wbo  are  eoEaged  in  this  aervice  of  whom  the  inspectors  have 
not  reported,  and  ns  such  service  is  rendered  in  competition  with  public  service 
ei'mpaniea  whn  BcknowledBO  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  and  have  posted 
nnd  filed  tJiriffa,  nnd  who  in  every  other  manner  have  complied  with  the  I^aw  or  laws 
EoveniinK  such  corporntiuns,  it  would  appear  that  the  Commission  should  make 
reasnuHble  effort  to  locate  all  such  persona  and  enforce  compliance  with  The  Public 
Service  Comimiiy  I^w,  or  discontinuance  of  the  service  in  competition  with  the 
regularly  organized  public  service  companies. 

Txical  or   Vehicle   Eipress  Service,   Passenger  Transfer  Companies, 
Taiicab  Companiea,  etc. 

Although,  as  stated  above,  n  very  large  number  of  communities  In  tbe  State 
weri!  not  visited  by  the  inspectors,  they  nevertheless  located  1021  individuals  or 
(■,)mpanies  (For  classification,  sec  Exhibit  "F")  who  are  performing  local  baggage 
or  transfpr  eipress  service  and  the  transportation  of  paasengera  within  the  confinea 
of  one  community  or  between  coramunitiea,  or  both,  but  no  special  effort  has  been 
made  by  the  Bureau  up  to  this  time  to  require  the  publication  of  tariffs,  for  tbe 
reason  that  it  is  believed  that  further  efforts  should  be  made  to  locate  other  indi- 
viduals or  companies  perlormiug  such  service  before  requiring  those  wbo  have 
been  located  to  comply  with  the  Law. 

Particular  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  while  many  of  these  companies  or 
individnals  perform  only  a  limited  amount  of  service,  there  are  a  number  operating 
ill  Philadelphia  and  Pittsbu^h,  or  between  such  large  citiea  and  surronnding  com- 
munities, extending  in  some  Instances  a  distance  of  25  or  30  miles  in  each  direction. 
Some  of  theae  companies  confine  tbeir  operations  to  local  service  only,  but  quite 
.1  large  number  join  with  each  other,  renting  a  common  office,  and  exchange  traffic 
with  each  other,  forming  a  joint  trnnaportation  service,  extending  for  a  consi- 
derable distance  in  active  competition  with  similar  service  by  regularly  organised 
eipresa  companies  operating  over  steam  railroads  or  electric  railways,  and  in  com- 
petition also  with  freight  service  by  ateam  railroada  and  electric  railways. 

Inspectors  Harris  and  Bradley  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  discrimination  in 
charges  is  made  by  the  local  express  or  ba^age  transfer  companies,  a  lower  chai^ 
being  applied  for  stores  or  other  patrons  using  tbeir  service  to  a  considerable  extent 
as  compared  with  the  patron  who  occaaionally  uses  such  service,  and  Inspector 
Adams  directs  atlention  Co  tbe  fact  that  Star  Route  Mail  Carriers  using  vehicles 
transport  baggage  as  well  as  passengers,  for  which  a  charge  Is  made. 


Natural    Gaa— Generated   at   Oil    Wells    (Cnsing-Head    Qas). 

The  inspectors  in  the  oil  districts  report  that  in  a  very  large  number  of  ii 
individuals  or  companies  drilling  for  oil  make  provision  for  tbe  accumulation  of 
the  gas  arising  from  such  wells  (which  is  generally  known  as  casing-bead  gas) 
wliich  in  some  instances  is  supplied  only  to  the  owner  of  tbe  property  upon  which 
the  drillers  bave  leases,  without  charge ;  in  other  instances  a  charge  is  made  therefor : 
and  in  still  other  instances,  such  of  the  gas  as  is  thus  accumulated  is  sold  to  nearby 
residences ;  and  while  the  amount  of  service  rendered  by  any  one  individual  is  very 
limited-,  iu  the  aggregate  a  considerable  amount  of  gas  is  thns  disposed  of,  in 
competition  with  the  natural  gas  companies  operating  in  such  fields,  and  who 
have  posted  their  tariffs  and  in  all  other  respects  conformed  to  the  Public  Service 
Company   Law. 
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Steam  Kailroads. 

Duriag  the  fint  few  ds;B  of  the  inspection,  tbe  same  reports  were  made  witb 
respect  to  the  tariffs  of  Bt«aia  railroBda  on  file  at  their  stations  as  were  made  with 
respect  to  the  Urilfa  of  other  utilitien,  bnt  owing  to  the  very  large  number  of  such 
tariffB  and  the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  Bureau  to  determine  nil  tbe 
tariffs  that  should  be  on  file,  the  inslructions  were  corrected  and  thereafter  the 
inspectors  would  merely  ascertain  whether  the  tariffs  were  being  properly  placed 
In  the  tariff  files  by  the  railroad  companies,  and  their  accessibility  to  the  public. 


Wharf  Companies. 

Most  of  the  wharf  companies  located  hare  not  provided  tariffs,  and  some  with 
whom  wc  have  been  in  correepondence  since  reports  were  received,  questioD  the 
jurisdiction  of  tbe  Commission,  In  view  of  the  tact  that  tbe  veaaela  docking  at  their 
nbarvpB  do  80  under  spedat  arraneement,  although  in  sone  Instances  they  are 
operating  under  a  charter,  which  would  seem  to  require  that  such  service  he  rendered 
upon  demand.    The  attention  of  the  Counsel  baa  been  directed  to  this  matter. 


Telegraph  Companies. 

The  tariffs  which  were  filed  and  posted  by  tbe  telegraph  companies  wvre  those 
ic  effect  previous  to  the  adoption  of  Tbe  Public  Service  Company  Law,  and  the 
copies  whiefa  were  posted  consisted,  for  the  most  part,  of  those  which  bad  t>een 
previously  used  by  the  employees,  and  were  frequently  lorn  and  dlsfiguri^.  New 
tariffs  have  since  been  filed  by  the  Postal  Telegraph-Cable  Company,  and  are  in 
good  condition,  and  a  new  Issue  by  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  is 
expected  to  tie  filed  shortly. 

In  the  tariffs  of  tbe  telegraph  companies,  provision  is  made  for  combined  tele- 
phone and  telegraph  service;  that  is,  messages  may  be  telephoned  to  tbe  telegraph 
companies  from  either  sabscrlbers'  'phones  or  the  public  ofGces  of  telephone  com- 
panies, but  no  provision  is  made  for  the  poriting  of  the  telegraph  compHnien'  tarilYs 
in  the  offices  of  the  telephone  companies.  Tbe  Counsel  has  been  advised  of  this 
condition,  and  his  opinion  with  respect  to  the  filing  of  the  tariffs  in  the  offices 
of  the  telephone  companies  requested. 


Telephone  Companies. 

The  telephone  service  throughout  the  State  ia  rendered  by  two  classes  of  companies^ 
(a)  the  regular  organized  telephone  companiea  such  as  the  Bell,  Cumberland  Valley, 
Keystone,  Commonwealth,  etc.,  etc.,  and  which  are  hereinafter  descritied  as 
"regular"  companies;  and  (b)  the  farmers'  or  rural  companies. 

(Regular  Companies).  The  tariffs  of  the  regnlar  companies  Jiave  been  filpd  and 
posted  at  such  of  tbe  principal  ond  sub-offices  of  the  companies  as  are  open  to  the 
public  and  where  payments  are  made;  but  not  in  small  exchanges  not  open  to  the 
public.  Tbe  attention  of  these  companies,  however,  was  directed  to  tbe  fact 
that  payments  were  received  by  such  companies  in  banks,  and  they  advise  of  the 
objections  made  by  the  banks  to  the  placing  of  tariffs  in  their  offices,  and  the 
c<'mmunications  with  respect  thereto  have  already  been  referred  to  the  Commission 
for  attention. 

iKural  Companies),  In  the  limited  portion  of  the  State  visited  by  tbe  inspectors 
HR  above  referred  to,  a  surprisingly  large  number  of  so-called  "farmers"  or  "rural" 
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telephony  compuuiea  were  locnCed,  the  t:^ta\  aggregntlng  874  offices,  aud  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  u  lorger  number  are  located  in  the  districtH  not  vliited 
thun  are  above  referred  to. 

These  companies  do  not  operate  under  any  one  particular  plan.  Some  of  them 
hnd  as  few  us  six  subscribers;  others  sa  high  as  300  or  400.  In  some  cases,  the 
Bubscribers  erected  poles  at  points  allotted  to  them,  and  erected  and  malntfliued 
11  cei-tnin  nmnber  of  feet  of  wire,  while  In  other  instancea  the  line  was  constructed 
and  mnintained  b.v  officers  of  the  company  selected  for  that  purpose,  the  sub- 
scriber paying  a  stipulated  sum  tor  such  erection  and  mainteoance.  In  some  in- 
stances the  company  opernlea  its  own  eichanges,  collecting  from  each  sabseriber 
a  certaio  sum  for  such  purpose,  wbile  in  other  instances  (and  these  far  outnumber 
the  others)  the  exchange  service  is  furnished  by  the  regular  compnuies  in  con- 
nection with  tbeir  eichange,  for  which  servic!  the  companies  pay  the  regular 
companies  an  agreed  sum. 

Practically  all  such  rural  companies  have  connection  with  B<^me  regtilar  company, 
and  thereby  obtain  toll  service  to  points  on  the  lines  of  such  regular  companies, 
and  the  toll  cbnrge  is  generally  included  in  the  tariff  published  by  the  regular 
company,  and  in  many  instances  s  proportion  of  such  published  toll  rate  us  a 
division  of  such  joint  toll  rate,  or  commission,  as  it  is  sometimes  called. 

Most  of  the  representatives  of  the  rural  telephone  companies  contend  that  they 
are  not  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  for  the  reason  that  they  do 
not  have  public  eiLcfasnges,  but  contemplate  that  the  service  will  be  used  only  by 
subscribers'  'phones  and  by  siibKcribers  or  members  of  their  family ;  but  in  con- 
versalioM  with  some  of  their  representatives,  we  find  that  they  permit  their  neigh- 
bors or  even  strangers  to  use  the  'phones  in  their  homes,  and  iu  some  instances 
accept  payment  for  such  use  of  'phone,  and  when  used  for  the  purpose  of  making 
joint  toil  culls,  as  above  described,  the  subscriber  will  in  some  instances  collect 
from  the  user  only  the  proportion  of  the  toll  rate  which  must  be  paid  to  the  regular 
company,  which  is  a  less  sum,  of  course,  tban  the  published  toU  rate  contained 
in  the  tariff  of  the  rpgular  company,  departing  from  the  tariff  rate,  while  in 
other  instances  the  published  toll  charge  is  collected,  but  the  subscriber  retains 
the  difference  between  the  published  toll  charge  and  tLe  proportion  which  must 
be  paid  to  the  rpgular  company  as  its  division  of  the  rate,  which  probably  con- 
stitutes B  rendering  of  service  for  profit  in  the  sense  in  which  that  term,  is  used 
io  The  Public  Service  Company,  Article  1,  Section  1: 


"The  term  '  public  service  company'  when  used  in  this  act  ••■■'  in- 
cludes •  *  •  ■  telephone  corporations  •  •  •  •  •  and  all  persons  engaged  tor 
profit  in  the  same  kind  ot  business  within  this  Commonwealth." 

have  not  attempted  to  force  the  filing  and  posting  of  tariffs  by  such  of  these 
I  have,  up  to  this  time,  claimed  tbnt  thoy  believed  they  were  not 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Law,  awaiting  instructions  from  the  Commissiou 
I  have,  however,  brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Counsel,  and  expect, 
with  his  assistance,  to  suggest  to  the  Commission  a  plan  by  which  definite  and 
specific  information  with  rt'spect  to  the  operations  ot  these  companies  might  b> 
obtained,  and  the  Commission  be  thus  euabted  to  determine  the  proper  course  to 
be  pursuid  with  respect  thereto. 

Dining  Cars. 

The  only  dining  ears  ot  which  we  have  any  knowledge  are  the  cars  owned  by  the 
steam  railroads  and  the  Pullman  Company,  which  are  operated  in  cimnection  with 
vteam  railroads,  of  which,  up  to  this  time,  uo  T«port8  have  been  made  to  the  Ci'U 
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mission  or  Caritfi  filed  or  posted,  and  no  efforts  have  been  made  by  tbe  Burean  tn 
require  tbe  filing  or  postine  of  tariffs:  bat  the  matter  has  been  brought  to  tbe 
attention  of  the  Counsel,  particularly  with  a  view  of  ascertainiug  where  aueh  tariffs, 
if  required,  sboold  be  posted. 

Grain  Elevators. 

Tarilfs  covering  the  charges  of  the  grain   elevatora  in   the  City  of  Philadelphia 

are  contained  in  tbe  tariffs  of  the  carriers  upon  whose  tracks  aucb  elevators  ere 

located.    A  few  other  such  elevators  have  been  located,  but  up  to  tbis  time  tariffs 

have  not  been  filed  or  posted. 

Summary. 

Although,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  tbe  inspection  covered  but  a  limited  portion 
of  tbe  State,  it  is  believed  the  expense  iDToIved  fn  tbe  inspection  is  fully  justified, 
as  there  has  beeo  contact  between  the  representatives  of  many  of  theae  smaUer 
companies  and  the  Bureau  and  other  offices  of  the  Commlsaion,  and  the  fear  that 
the  adminlstradon  of  the  Law  would  be  detrimental  to  tbcir  interests  has  been 
almost  or  entirely  overcome,  and  their  hearty  co-operation  with  the  Commission 
in  its  ^orts  to  appi;  tbe  law  assured. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  inspection  should  be  resumed  at  some  time  in  the  future, 
but  I  would  recommend  that  no  further  effort  be  made  in  this  direction  until  the 
circulars  now  being  prepared  by  tbe  Bureau  for  the  government  of  public  service 
companies  in  the  construction,  posting  and  filing  of  tariffs  have  been  promulgated 
and  new  tariffs  Issued  to  conform  therewith

Owing  to  the  assertion  made  by  some  of  the  counsel  in  tbe  com- 
muters' case,  that  the  passenger  fares  to  become  effective  December 
15th,  1914,  had  not  been  posted  at  stations  in  compliance  with  the 
Public  Service  Company  Law,  with  the  asKistance  of  four  of  the 
tariff  inspectors,  the  records  of  the  companies  weve  examined  and 
receipts  obtained  from  their  agents,  and  copies  of  the  tariffs  were 
carefully  checked  against  a  list  furnished  by  such  companies  of  the 
stations  at  which  such  tariffs  were  effective,  after  which  the  inspectors 
personally  visited  a  large  number  of  such  stations  and  examined  the 
tariffs  found  on  file,  making  comparison  with  the  records  is  the 
general  offices  of  the  tariffs  forwarded  to  such  agents,  a  full  report  of 
which  was  made  to  the  Commission  on  December  11th. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Commission  of  December  12th,  the 
cairiers  filed  revised  tariffs,  effective  as  of  December  15th  and  owing 
to  complaint  by  counsel  for  the  combined  committee  of  the  TTnited 
Business  Men's  Association,  that  these  revised  tariffs  had  not  been 
posted  at  stations  in  accordance  with  the  Commission's  order,  anottiev 
investigation  was  made  during  the  period  December  26th  to  30th. 
inclusive,  and  report  made  to  the  Commission  on  December  31st. 

Copies  of  each  of  these  reports  are  for  convenience  attached  hereto 
and  made  part  of  this  report  of  activities  of  the  Bureau  during  the 
month  of  December.

To  the  Public  Service  Commiaaion  of  the  Common  wealth  of  Pennejlvaiiia: 

Gentlemen;  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Chairman  bni^ed  apon  the 
Hug^stion  contained  in  telephone  mefwaee  of  Counael  Trinkle  for  Mr.  Millar,  dated 
I'PKmbpr  4th.  I  have  miide  an  invpstiention  of  the  postiiie  of  tnrifTa  hy  tni' 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway  Company, 

fSft5l 
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COnflning  the  inveatigation  to  points  withia  tlie  rBdiua  of  thirty  miles  from  Philadd- 
phia,  for  the  reason  that  most  of  the  complaints  with  respect  to  the  proposed  In- 
creases in  fares  have, reference  to  points  within  this  radias. 

I  found  that  both  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Gompanj  and  the  Fbiladelpbia  & 
Reading  Railway  Company  obtained  from  their  agents  receipts  for  all  passenger 
tariffs  mailed  to  them  (or  posting,  and  which  each  of  these  lines  report  were 
m:-ili<l  ni  nr  l>"fi)r<'  NovpmbiT  14,  1914.  On  my  request  paph  of  these  Lines 
fumiahed  me  with  a  list  of  the  stations,  in  the  radius  above  mentioned,  and  opposite 
the  names  of  each  station  indicated  the  tariffs  In  effect  at  such  statiODs,  and  two 
inspectors  were  placed  in  the  oflice  of  each  of  the  Qeneral  PaaBcnger  Agents  and 
checked  the  receipts  received  from  agents  and  located  all  snch  receipts. 

I  then  selected  some  representative  station  on  each  line,  and  the  inspectors  vidted 
such  stations  and  reported  that  the  tariffs  indicated  on  the  sheets  in  their  posseMlona 
were  actually  on  the  Hies  at  the  stations,  with  one  or  two  exceptions;  and  they 
further  reported  that  in  each  station  two  printed  notices,  advising  the  public  that 
Qles  of  tariffs  were  on  file  and  accesaible,  were  posted  at  such  stations  as  are 
hereinafter  referred  tn.  And  I  nm  satisfied  that  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
tariffs  which  were  not  found,  a  full  list  of  all  tariffs  containing  changes  In  passenger 
fares  eff^tlve  December  15th,  or  thereafter,  were  actually  In  the  poBesBsIOD  of 
the  agents  thirty  days  before  the  effective  dale. 

The  charge  is  mndp  that  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Service  Company  I^w  with 
respect  to  posting  of  tnrifTg  at  stations  hiia  not  been  complied  with,  and  for  that 
reason  the  tariffs  should  not  be  permitted  lo  become  effective. 

I  give  below  quotations  from  the  Public  Service  Company  Law,  as  well  as 
from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  and  the  instructions  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  hearing  upon  the  subject  of  posting,  which  may  be  of  interest  in 
determining  the  question.  • 

Article  V,  Section  16,  of  the  Poblic  Service  Company  Law  provides; 

"The  Commission  sbsll  have  power  to  prescribe  the  form  of  the  tariffs 
required  to  be  filed  and  posted  and  published  by  public  service  companies 
under  this  act:  and  the  rules  and  regulations  as  to  the  filing,  posting  snd 
pabllsbing  thereof,  in  the  case  of  p»B(ic  $ervir-e  companiei,  olio  tubieet  lo 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Committion,  ihall  conform  ai  nrarlv  a$  pracH- 
eabJe  to  tho»e  pretoribed  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commhtion." 

The  question  now  arises  as  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commiaion. 

Section  6  of  the  act  to  regulate  commerce,  as  amended  June  29,  1S08,  provides,  in 

"Such  schedules  shall  be  plainly  printed  in  large  type,  and  copies  for  the 
use  of  the  public  shall  be  kept  posted  in  two  public  and  conspicuous  places 
in  every  depot,  stHtion  or  office  ot  such  carrier  where  passengers  or 
freight,  respectively,  are  received  for  transportation,  in  snch  form  that 
they  Rhnll  be  accessible  to  the  public  and  ciin  be  conveniently  inspected." 

On  the  second  duy  of  June.  1908,  the  Interslnte  Commerce  Commission  issued 
a  circular  under  the  caption  "IN  THE  MATTER  OF  MODIFICATION  OP  THE 
PROVISIONS  OP  SECTION  SIX  OF  THR  ACT  WITH  REGARD  TO  POST- 
ING TARIFFS  AT  STATIONS,"  which  provides,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"Dnder  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Commission  by  section  6  of 
the  act,  to  modify  its  requirements  n«  to  publishing,  posting  and  fSling  of 
tariffs,  the  Commission  issues  the  following  order: 

"Every  carrier  subject  to  the   provisions  of  the  act shall   timet 

tn  the  hands  and  custody  of  Its  agent  or  other  representative  at  erery 
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sbitioD,  warehouse  or  office  iit  whicli  passengers  or  (reiE>'t  are  received 
for  transportation  and  at  wliicli  a  statioa  agent  or  a  freight  agent  or 
a  ticket  agent  is  employed,  nil  of  the  rate  and  fare  scbednleB  which 
contain  rates  and  fares  applying  from  that  station. 

Buck    agent   or   representative   shall    also   be   provided   with   all 

changes  in,  cancellations  of,  additions  to  and  reissaes  of  such  publica- 
tions in  ample  time  to  thus  give  lo  the  public,  in  ever;  case,  the  thirty 
days'  notice  required  by  the  act. 

"Such  agent  or  representative  Hhall  be  provided  with  facilities  for 
keeping  such  file  of  schedules  in  ready -rpfcrence  order,  and  be  required  to 
keep  said  Slea  in  complete  and  readily  accessible  form.  He  shall  also 
be  instructed  and  required  to  give  any  iafocmation  contained  in  such 
Bchedulea 

"Each   of  such   carriers   whose   lines   reach   any   of   the   cities   in   the 

following  list shall  provide  and  maintain  at  each  of  said  cities 

80  reached  by  it complete  files  of  the  tariff  publications  which  it 

issues  or  is  a  party  to 

Pennsylonia,  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh." 

Forty-four  points  in  the  United  States  are  specified  in  the  list,  but  Philadelphia 
and  Pittsburgh  are  the  only  stations  in  Pennsylauia. 

"Each  of  such  carriers  whose  lines  do  not  so  reach  any  of  Ihe  above- 
named  cities  shall  also  provide  at  least  one  point  on  its  line  a  complete 
file  of  the  tarilTs  which  it  issues  or  is  a  party  to 

"Each  of  such  carriers  shall  alsu  provide  and  euuse  to  be  posted  in 
two  conspicuous  places  in  every  station  waiting-room,  warehouse,  or 
office  at  which  schedules  are  so  placed  in  custody  of  agent  or  other 
representative  notices  printed  in  large  type  and  reading  as  follows: 

(A)    Complete  public  file   (or  files)   of  this   company's   tsriffs  is   (are) 

located  ot  — in  the  city  of  (or  the  cities  of and 

).    The  rate  and  fare  schedules  applying  from  or  nt  this  station  and 

indices  of  this  company's  tariffs  are  on  file  in  this  otBce,  and  may  be  in- 
spected by  any  person  upon  application,  and  without  the  assignment 
of  any  reason  for  such  desire. 

The  agent  or  other  employee  on  duty  in  the  office  will  lend  any  assistance 
desired  in  securing  information  from  or  in  interpreting  such  schedules." 

At  eictusive  freight  stations  or  at  exclusive  passenger  stations  or  offices  the  notice 
is  apropriately  modified  to  apply  only  to  freight  tariffs  or  passenger  schedules. 
respectively. 

The  carriers  having  provided  files  of  tariffs  at  stations,  and  having  posted  the 
n^lif*?!  Mbnve  referred  to,  have.  I  think,  fully  r«mi)li(Hl  with  Ihe  rp|iulati"iis  iif 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  with  respect  to  the  posting  of  tariffs,  and 
it  is  my  view  that,  nnder  section  16,  Article  V  of  The  public  Service  Company 
Law,  as  above  quoted,  have  thus  complied  with  the  Public  Service  Company  Law 
and  the  requirements  of  this  Commission,  particularly  as  all  carriers  were  advised 
by  Circular  No,  6,  dated  Harrisburg,  September  9,  1B13,  reading: 

"For  the  present  the  Commission  does  not  require  the  filing  with  it  of 
tariffs  and  schedules  of  the  public  service  companies  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Public  Service  Company  Law,  but  directs  that  in  com- 
plianc  etherewtih  the  public  service  companies  which  are  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  publish  and  post  in  the 
form  required  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  their  tariffs  and 
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schedules  in  their  oiRcpH  iind  s(ati<iu«,  tis  Hirecified  in  The  Public  Service 
Compan;  Law,  bat  where  such  public  service  companies  are  not  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  they  adopt  the 
same  or  aimilar  forms  of  tariffs  and  schedules  and  publish  and  post  as 
aforesaid. 

"Each  public  service  company  is  required  to  keep  on  file  a  copy  of  eadi 

turiil  or  whfdule  in  its  i>riut'ip^il  oftice." 

If  this   position   is   correct,    all   of   ttie   provisions   of  either   the   Public   Service 

Company  Law,  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  and  the  Circular  of  June  2,  1908, 

have  been   fully  complied  with,   excepting  tlie  following  clause  with   respect   to 

hulletius: 

"Each  of  such  carriers  shall  also  require  its  agent  or  other  employee  in 
charge  of  tariffs  at  each  point  where  complete  public  file  is  not  kept  to 
post  from  time  to  time  iu  a  public  place  in  waitinK^room  or  office  a 
brief  bulletin  notice  to  the  effect  that  rates  from  that  station  on  certain 
commoditief  have  been  changed." 

Attention  is  here  directed  to  the  toct  that  this  bulletin  notice  has  reference 
only  to  commodities  and  uot  passengers,  and  further  that  it  is  couched  in  very 
ambiguous  language  when  it  is  made  to  apply  to  "certain  commodities." 

It  Is  my  belief,  based  upon  many  yeara  of  experience,  that  it  is  physically  im- 
possible to  bulletin  all  cbangwi  in  rates  applying  at  or  from  all  stations,  and  to 
require  that  it  be  done  in  some  instances,  or  upon  "certain  commodities,"  and 
not  upon  all,  would  in  itself  be  discriminatory,  as  there  would  be  left  to  the  judg- 
ment either  of  an  agent  or  an  employee  in  the  general  office  the  particular  com- 
modities to  be  bulletined  from  any  particular  station,  and  the  effect  would  likely 
be  either  a  total  disregard  of  the  ruling  due  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  which  com- 
modities should  be  bulletined,  and  those  which  miglit  be  omitted,  or  if  through  error 
of  judicment  any  particular  commodity  may  be  omitted  from  such  bulletin  notice, 
dissatisfaction  and  perhaps  injury  might  result  to  a  shipper  of  some  article  not 
so  bulletined,  as  he  would  be  relying  uiwn  such  bulletins  to  provide  him  with 
neceaanry  information  respecting  the  changes  in  rates.  And  if  all  changes  in  ratea 
are  so  bulletined  the  number  in  the  stations  would  he  so  large  as  to  defeat  the 
object  evidently  in  the  mind  of  the  frnmer  of  this  portion  of  the  rule,  that  such 
changes  should   be  conspicuous. 

The  following  extracts  taken  from  the  publication  of  Messrs.  Lust  and  Merriam, 
who  make  a  specialty  of  giving  references  to  decisions  of  Interstate  Commerce 
Commissions  and  the  courts  with  respect  to  traffic  matters,  may  prove  of  interest, 
as  it  would  appear  from  these  quotations  that  even  though  the  carriers  had  failed 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  or  the  rules  of  the 
Commission,  and  tariffs  were  not  on  file  at  the  station,  that  they  are  still  valid, 
as  the  test  with  respect  to  validity  would  appear  to  rest  upon  the  filing  of  the 
tariff.f  with  the  Commission,  ratfcer  than  the  posting  thereof  at  the  stations: 

"Tbe  posting  of  rates  as  required  by  Section  6  of  the  Act  is  not  essential  to  make 
them  legally  operative  and  is  required  only  as  a  means  of  affording  special  facilitieB 
to  tbe  public  f.ir  nscertaining  the  rates  netuatly  in  force.  K.  C.  8.  Ry.  v, 
Albers  Comm.  Co.,  223  U.  S.  ST3.  5M;  .'12  Sup.  Ct.  316,  56  L.  Ed.  588. 

A  carrier  filed  an  interstate  rate  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commiasion, 
but  failed  to  post  the  same  in  a  depot  at  the  point  of  origin  in  question  sa 
required  by  Section  6  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  as  amended  June  29,  1908. 
Plaintiff  shipper  and  the  carrier's  agent  searched  the  tariff  files  of  the  depot  for  a 
possible  increase  in  rates  and  the  agent  made  further  inquiries  of  the  officers  of 
tbe  carrier.  Plaintiff  purchased  grain  in  reliance  on  n  ten-cent  rate  post^  at 
the  depot.    The  l^  cent  rate  bad  in  effect  been  previously  filed  with  the  Commission 
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and  gone  into  eflfect,  and  plaiutilT  was  compelled  to  puy  same.  Held,  plaintiff 
coDld  recover  in  bd  sptioD  id  n  State  court  Tor  dnmages  for  the  failure  of  the 
carrier  to  post  his  rate  ut  tho  depot  and  his  right  bo  tn  recover  was  not  defeated 
b;  the  conteDtion  tbat  to  permit  recovery  would  render  nugatory  the  proviaiona  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Act  re<iulring  curriers  to  charge  the  schedules  of  rates. 
I.  C.  R.  R.  va.  Henderson  Elevator  Co.,  133  Ky.  220.  237,  127.  S.  W.  779. 

The  mere  fact  that  an  interstate  carrier  fails  to  post  the  schedule  and  tarilT  sheets 
at  the  depot  does  not  neeessarily  render  nugatory  the  rate  promulgated  and  filed 
with  the  I.  C.  C.  and  deposited  with  the  station  agent.  The  provisions  of  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Act  to  the  elTect  that  the  schedules  and  tarilf  sheets  shnll 
be  published  and  posteil  in  two  conspicuous  places  in  ev'ery  depot  is  not  a  condi- 
tion precedent  to  the  establishment  of  the  tariff  rotes ;  they  are  valid  even  though 
not  posted.  Mire  vs.  St.  L.  k  S.  F.  R.  R.  Co..  134  Mo.  App.  379,  390;  IH  S. 
W.  lOK,  1056. 

Poeting  Is  not  prerequisite  to  tlie  estnblisbment  of  an  interstate  rate.  I.  C.  R.  R. 
vs.  Henderson  Co.,  226  U.  S.  441 . 

"Where  interstate  rates  are  filed  by  the  carrier  with  the  Interstate  Commprce 
Commission  and  copies  mailed  to  the  station  agents  the  rate  is  lawfully  in  effect 
in  spite  of  the  failure  of  some  of  the  local  depot  agents  to  post  it  as  required  hy 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Act.  L,  A  N.  It.  It,  Co,  vs.  Allen  (Ky.  101.1.1  153  R.  W 
198,  199.

Gentlemen:  The  Secretary  forwarded  to  me  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Counsel  for 
Cummuters'  Association,  allegiug  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  Comp^iiiy  and  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad 
Comiiany  had  not  complied  with  the  order  of  the  Commission  of  December  12tfa. 
1G14,  in  that  they  had  failed  to  post  the  tarifts  issued  under  the  order  of  the  Com- 
mission, one  day  in  advance  of  the  effective  date,  i.  c,  November  !5th,  1914. 
mutera'  Association,  allegeing  that  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the  Philadel- 
phia &  Reading  Railway  Company  and  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  had 
not  complied  with  the  order  of  the  "Commission  of  December  12tli,  1914,  in  that 
they  had  failed  to  post  the  tariffs  issued  under  the  order  of  the  C^jmrnission,  one 
day  in  advance  of  the  effective  date,  i.e..  November  15th.  1B14. 

I  personally  called  at  the  offices  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway  Company,  and  was  informed  that  all  of  the  tariffs 
covered  by  this  order  bad  been  mailed  to  tlie  agentt  in  time  to  reach  them  not 
later  than  Monday,  December  14th,  and  that,  following  their  usual  method,  receipts 
had  been  obtained  from  them  for  all  such  tariffs  and  were  then  in  their  possession. 

I  then  requested  Inspector  Murray  to  visit  representative  stations  of  the  lines 
of  the  three  roads  in  question  to  make  a  list  of  the  tariffs  found  on  such  files 
and   to  check  such  memorandum   against  the  receipts   found   in   the  offices  of  the 
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Penusflvanin  Railroad  CompaiiT,  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  BaOwar  Com- 
panj,  and  his  report  clearly  indicates  that  the  carriers  made  every  effort  to 
[iiiiijiiy  wi.il  the  luw  aud  the  tarilfa  were  a^^ually  discovered  in  the  eUitioDH 
upon  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  inspector,  who  hati  reason  to  believe  that  they 
were  all  there  in  ample  time,  and  thia  has  been  verified  by  the  receipts  anbmitted 
tor  this  inspection  by  the  Pennaylvania  Railroad  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading 
R  nil  way  Companies. 

As  the  receipts  for  tariffs  filed  by  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company  are  in 
the  general  office  at  Baltimore,  he  did  not  make  any  effort  to  check  the  receipts,  bat 
did  visit  the  stations,  and  is  satiafied  that  the  tariff  were  on  file,  and  we  are  in 
receipt  of  a  letter  signed  by  Paaset^cer  Traffic  Manager  McCartr  ot  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  dated  December  30th,  1914,  stating  that  such  tarilFs 
were  forwarded  to  all  agents  not  later  tlian  December  19tb,  1S14,  and  that  that 
company  holds  receipt  cards  in  acknowledgement  thereof. 

I  am  personally  satisfied  that  the  law  has  been  complied  with,  and  I  believe  that 
the  complainants  are  under  the  impression  that  compliance  with  the  law  with 
respect  to  the  posting  of  tariffs  requires  a  literal  physical  attachment  of  tariffs 
to  the  wall  nnd  that  they  would  not  allege  and  do  not  allege  that  the  tarifls  were  not 
in  possession  of  the  agents.

ADMINISTRATIVE  RULING  No.  6. 


IN  THE  HATTER  OF  DISCOUNTS  FOR  PROMPT  PAYMENT 
AND  PENALTIES  FOB  DELAYED  PAYMENT  OF  BILLS. 


Article  3,  SecdoD  I,  ■ub-sectioa  (c),  of  The  Public  Service  Company  Law,  which 
went  into  full  force  and  effect  January  lat,  1914,  prorides,  that  anj  public  Miric* 
company 

"mty  require  the  payment  of  cbargea  In  advance,  the  maliini  of  reaaou- 
able  minlmam  payments  and  depooita  to  lecuTe  future  payments  ot  sod) 
charges;  or  it  may  allow  disconnts  for  promiit  paymeata  ot  the  aame,  or 
impose  penalties  for  failure  to  pay  prompt!;;  Provided,  That,  audi 
adyance  diarges,  minimnm  paymoitB,  deposits,  discounts,  or  penalties 
are  reasonable  and  apply  equally  and  without  discrimination  or  prefet^ 
mce  to  all  shippers,  conBumers,  and  patrons,  under  like  condittona  and 
nnder  similar  circumstance*,"  and 

Article  2,  Section  1,  aab-aection  (d),  of  said  Act  of  Aaserably  further  pronoot 
that 

"E!*ery  pnhlic  leirice  company  aboil  also  £le  with  and  as  a  part  of 
such  tariffs  and  Schedules  and  post,  as  directed,  all  roles  and  regulationa 
that  In  any  manner  affect  the  aald  prices,  cbarfea,  rates,  fares,  tolls, 
or  other  compensatloii.'' 

Under  the  abo*e  proTisiona  of  the  law,  all  public  aerytce  companies  imposiuii 
penalties  for  failure  to  pay  bills  promptly,  or  aUowing  discounts  for  prompc 
payments  of  bills,  mast  provide  In  thdr  poated  and  filed  tariffs  or  in  their  rules  and 
reculatioDB  whidi  are  part  at  said  tariffs  a  mle  dearly  stating  the  said  purpose 
tor  which,  and  the  exact  circumstances  and  cottditlona  under  which,  penalties  are 
imposed  ond  disconnts  allowed,  and  in  the  case  of  allowance  of  discounts,  stating 
also,  in  dear  and  unambiguoiia  terms,  whether  or  not  paymuits  mailed,  as  evidenced 
by  the  United  States  post  office  mark,  on  or  previous  to  the  last  day  of  the  discount 
period,  will  be  deemed  by  the  company  to  be  a  payment  of  the  bill  within  such 
discount  period. 

No  opinion  is  here  ezprecsed  with  respect  to  the  propriety  of  the  continuance 
or  adoption  of  a  rule  providing  for  the  mailing  of  payment  on  the  last  day  of 
the  discount  period,  but  tbis  ruling  is  issued  merely  for  the  purpose  of  requirini  that 
such  practices  as  are  in  vogue,  or  as  may  be  adopted,  shall  be  dearly  set  forth 
in  the  tariff  and  applied  eqDftlly  and  without  discrimination  or  preference  to  all 
shippers,  consumers  and  patrons,  under  like  conditions  and  nnder  similar  drcnm- 
stances,  as  provided  by  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Assembly.

of  the  date  the  initial  trip  is  to  be  made.

The  Public  Serric«  Compaar   Law   of  tbe   Oomm  on  wealth  of  PennirlTania,   ap- 
proved July  ^Cb,  1S13,  provides:  • 

"ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  pablic  service  company— 

(d)  Whenever  and  in  the  form  required  by  tbe  commiMion  to  file  with  the 
commiaaion  tarilTs  aad  schedules,  sbowiuK  prices,  cbarges,  rates,  fares  tolls, 
or  other  compensatioD  ^alipd,  demanded,  or  received  for  bdj  aerviee  rendered 
or  furnished  by  anid  company,  ond,  if  a  common  carrier,  showiog  the  method 
of  diatribution  of  trains,  cars,  vebiclea,  boats,  motive  power,  or  other  facilities 
operated  or  owned  by  auid  commoa  carrier.  It  shall  also  he  tbe  duty  of 
every  public  service  company  to  post  and  publish  such  tariffs  and  achedules 
includini,,  if  a  commoo  carrier,  schedules  ahowLng  the  method  of  diatribution 
of  trains,  cars  vehicles,  boats,  motive  power,  or  other  farilittea,  in  flvery 
office  or  station  of  said  public  service  company  open  to  tbe  public,  where 
payments  are  made  by  shippers,  consumers,  users  or  patroiiB,  in  such  manner, 
torta,  and  pVace  io  such  office  or  station  as  to  be  readily  accessible,  and  so
